America, since the time of Lafayette, has 
had a traditional friendship with France, 
but, since the Peace Conference, hes 
drifted farther and farther away, not only 
from her, but from Europe altogether.

The colour question is more acute 
in the United States than in Europe.

piece of refined brutality. We have no fear 
for the future of Anglo-French relations, 
but every hours delay in the settlement 
of the present diffieulty weakens the ever- 
loosening bonds between America and 
Eunpe. In the meanwhile, of course, 
Germany laughs. Her sole object now is 
to drive a wedge between the Allies. Could 
she succeed, she would evade the ‘erms 
of the Peace Treaty, and by well designed 
maneuvres worm herself back into the 
good graces of one or other of the con- 
flicting friends. 
The obstacles in the way of an immediate 
settlement are trivial. Naturally, the 
French cannot now evacuate Fran‘fort 
and the other towns until the Germans 
have withdrawn their troops from the 
Ruhr basin. The prestige of the Allies in 
Germany must be maintained. Great 
Britain and France, however, can easily 
arrange an understanding by virtue of 
which action in the future may be decided. 
The Germans are showing every sign of 
evacuating the neutral zone as quickly as 
they can withdraw their troops. The 
French have declared again and again that 
they have no intention of holding Frank- 
fort for one moment tonger than absolute 
necessity demands. The damaze, such as 
it is, has been done. Nothing can undo 
it. The question for the British people, 
therefore, is whether or not the entente 
cordiale is to be maintained. We all know 
the alternative. It would be equally disas- 
trous to Great Britain and to France. The 
object of British and French diplomatists 
should be, not to stand upon punctilios 
or to worry about their individual 
dignities, but to hasten rapprochement and 
forget what has happened. The full facts 
of the case are universally known. France 
insists that she has done the right thing. 
Great Britain thinks otherwise; but, 
right or wrong, the thing has been 
done. Therefore, recrimination is as 
futile as it is mischievous. The Matin 
says that the French Government is 
“keenly desirous of holding conversations 
with Great Britain without delay.’’

The Irish Railways. 


The Ministry of Transport expects that 
in the new financial year the English rail- 
ways will be able—or sery neariy able— 
to pay their way. This statement means 
that they will be able to cover their work- 
ing expenses and to extinguish the Govern- 


forty-five millions to the shareholders. 
Already they have got a revenue of nine 
millions from the advance of freight 
rates in January. Unfortunately, the 
official calculation is based on the 
existing rates of railway wages, and 
the men’s unions are now agitating 
for formidable increases. The Ministry’s 
statement will recall attention to the un- 
satisfactory and still obscure position of 
the Irish railways. As at present arranged, 
all the railways of the United Kingdom 
will be restored to their proprietors in 
August, 1921. There is no prospect that 
the Irish railways, if left to their own 
resources, can become self-supporting in 
the near future. They will be smothered 
by the vast wages bills which the Govern- 
ment, ignoring the radically different con- 
ditions of the two countries, has forced 
on them. Of course, the Government is 
bound in honour, if not by law, to assume 
this permanent burden of increased ex- 
penditure; but it continues to withhold 
any plain statement of its intentions. Are 
the Irish companies still as much in the 
dark about their future as they were when 
their annual meetings were held in 
February?
